Mu.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  conformity  with  the  instructions  of  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
this  report  lieing  that  for  the  year  1924  is  kept  to  the  minimum. 

It  appears  desirable  to  direct  attention  to  the  following 
facts  : — 

On  page  23  of  the  Yorkshire  Report  of  the  1!)2!  Census,  it 
is  stated  that  there  are  27,515  structurally  separate  dwellings  occupied. 
On  page  77  the  same  figure  is  given  under  the  tit  le  "Total  Dwellings, 
but  on  page  77  the  total  dwellings  are  given  as  28,171),  and  in  column 
' g on  the  same  page  it  is  stated  that  there  were  064  structurally 
separate  dwellings  vacant  on  the  Census  night . But  it  is  well  known — 
it  is  not  really  open  to  discussion-  that  for  many  years  no  dwelling- 
house  has  remained  vacant  for  any  appreciable  period,  and  that  nothing 
like  so  large  a number  as  004  have  been  unlet  in  the  Borough  for 
several  years.  The  explanation  of  the  state  of  affairs  indicated  by 
the  statement  referred  to  in  column  ‘ g was  that  the  Census  was 
taken  in  June,  during  a coal  strike,  and  that  the  normal  occupants 
of  the  dwellings  in  question  were  elsewhere.  Therefore,  it  appears 
to  be  correct  to  state  that  at  the  Census  there  were  28,179  occupied 
dwellings  in  Huddersfield.

The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  population  of  Hudders- 
field at  111,800.  On  this  basis  the  number  of  persons  per  house  is 
•‘1.8,  but  at  the  1901  Census  the  corresponding  figure  was  4.25,  at  the 
1911  Census  it  was  4.17,  and  at  the  1921  Census  it  was  4.00. 

If  these  figures  are  accurate,  there  is  less  overcrowding  in 
Huddersfield  at  the  present  time,  and  consequently  a less  acute 
housing  problem  than  there  was  in  1901  and  1911,  when  there  was 
nothing  like  the  present  outcry  about  the  shortage  of  housing 
accommodation  for  the  people. 

No  one  in  possession  of  adequate  information  can  question 
that  at  the  present  time  there  is  grievous  lack  of  dwellings  for  the 
people  of  the  Borough.  In  my  opinion,  the  true  explanation  is  that 
the  population  is  very  substantially  under-estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General. 

It  seems  too  long  to  wait  until  1931  for  a reliable  knowledge 
of  the  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  Borough.

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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Professional  Nursing  for  sick  infants  in  the  home  was  provided 
by  the  Queen  Victoria  Nursing  Association. 

Midwives  are  not  employed  or  subsidised  bv  the  Sanitary 
Authority.  In  the  year  under  review.  36  midwives  31  trained  and 
a untrained  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  Borough. 

Altogether  t here  were  1 .255  out  of  a total  of  1.658  notified  births 
attended  by  midwives.  A doctor  was  present  in  431  of  these  cases, 
being  engaged  beforehand  in  260  instances  and  sent  for  on  account  of 
abnormalities  in  171  cases.  The  midwives  undertook  S24  cases 
without  medical  aid. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Consultation  for  infants  is  held  one  afternoon  weekly  at  the 
Public  Health  Department,  where  infants  are  weighed  and  examined, 
and  advice  given  as  to  their  feeding  and  care — 1.179  attendances 
were  made  during  the  year. 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  not  held  (but  vide  post  notification  of 
pregnancy). 

School  Clinic. 

This  is  conducted  on  the  premises  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment. is  open  each  afternoon  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and 
two  half-days  a week  and  by  special  appointment  for  consultations 
and  examinations.  Two  clinic  rooms  and  one  waiting  room  is  pro- 
vided. with  an  additional  waiting  room  on  the  premises  of  the 
Congregational  Church  for  special  days.  The  clinic  is  maintained  by 
the  Education  Authority,  and  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Medical  ( M'ticcr  of  Health,  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment is  therefore  complete. 

Tuberculosis. 

One  dispensary  is  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  at  which 
two  clinics  are  held  weekly.  The  Medical  Oflicer  of  Health  is  the 
Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  is  assisted  by  the*  Assistant  Medical 
Officers  of  Health.  The  least  satisfactory  feature  of  this  phase 
of  the  Public  Health  Work  is  the  late  period  at  which  notifications  of 
Tu  Ik  ■rculosis  are  received.  During  the  period  under  review  , all  the 


entries  in  the  death  returns  of  persons  who  had  died  from  Tuberculosis 
had  been  notified  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  previously.  The  total 
number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was  12.3. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

1 he  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  is  used  as  the  treatment  centre 
for  Venereal  Diseases.  Four  clinics  are  held  weekly — two  for  males 
and  two  for  females.  Four  beds  are  provided  for  in-patients— two 
in  a male  ward  and  two  in  a female  ward. 

Two  Medical  Officers  take  charge  of  the  clinic — Doctor  A.  L. 
McCullv  for  the  male  department  and  Doctor  J.  C.  Miller  for  the 
female  department.  An  additional  part-time  staff  is  provided  con- 
sisting of  nurse,  clerk,  dispenser  and  male  attendant. 

The  number  of  cases  giving  an  address  in  Huddersfield,  who 
attended  the  clinic  during  the  period  under  review,  were  24(i  males 
and  112  females,  total  358. 

HOSPITALS  AND  INSTITUTIONS. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. 

A residential  institution — Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium — is  super- 
intended by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

There  is  a Resident  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  R.  Cunningham,  M.B., 
D.P.H. 

The  main  block  of  the  Sanatorium  contains  44  beds  for  adult 
eases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Accommodation  is  not  provided 
for  the  treatment  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  adults.  One 
block  of  the  Sanatorium — built  and  equipped  by  the  late  John  Svkes, 
Esq.,  and  maintained  by  the  Sanitary  Authority — contains  24  beds 
for  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children. 

(2)  Maternity. 

A pavilion  in  the  grounds  of  the  Mill  Hill  Sanatorium  is  equipped 
for  a Maternity  Ward  of  12  beds.  Cases  are  received  when  the  accom- 
modation at  home  is  not  suitable  for  the  confinement. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  has  provided  no  institution  or 
scheme  for  dealing  with  unmarried  mothers.  This  is  dealt  with  on  a 
small  scale,  voluntarily,  at  St.  Katherine's  Hostel,  King's  Mill  Lane. 

Abnormal  cases  of  confinement  are  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary. 


(3)  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Mill  Hill  Sanatorium,  Dalton,  for  Infectious  Diseases,  is 
equipped  with  132  beds  in  four  pavilions  they  are  interchangeable. 

(4)  Small-Pox. 

The  Whitehouse  Karin  Small  Pox  Hospital,  Dalton,  contains  40 
beds. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Sanitary 
Authoritx  for  the  removal  of  Infectious  eases. 

(b)  'The  Watch  Committee  provide  Ambulances  for  Xoti- 
Infectious  and  Accident  eases. 

Laboratory  Work. 

The  Laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  of 
service  both  in  the  Preventative  and  Clinical  Work  of  the  Department. 
During  the  vear  1 .2SS  specimens  were  examined.  Of  these  60.79% 
were  received  from  private  practitioners,  22.2  % from  the  Mill  Hill 
Sanatorium.  1.09%  from  the  Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium.  0.78%  from 
the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  balance  forming  lb. 14% 
representing  various  specimens  obtained  by  one  or  other  member  of 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in  the  course  of  routine 
duty. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

A scheme  of  voluntary  notification  of  pregnancy  was  instituted 
in  1910.  During  the  period  under  review,  .>08  notifications  were 
received. 

Kach  case  is  visited  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  subsequent  re-visits  are  made  where  necessary.  Advice  is  given 
and  where  medical  treatment  is  considered  necessary,  the  patient 
is  referred  to  her  family  doctor. 

All  notified  births  are  visited  and  re-visited  by  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officers  of  Healtli  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  notification  of 
birth. 

Four  home  helps  housekeepers — are  employed  to  take  over 
the  household  duties  in  the  homes  of  maternity  cases,  and  two  daily 
assistants — -charwomen  for  washing  and  heavy  cleaning. 
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Puerperal  Fever. 

Six  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were 
ease  was  investigated.
